Orlon is dyed in the yard 
when it is manufoctured, and. it 
is quite impossible. to re-dye 
orlon garments at home. They 
are more than likely to lose their 
shape in the ° 

You may be able to find a pro- 
fessional dyer willing to under- 
take the job for you. But don't 
be surprised If your local dyers 
and cleaners turn it down. 

Orlon should .be washed in 
lukewarm water and soapsuds 
and squeezed gently, — never 
rubbed or twisted. Several rinses 
in clear, lukewarm = = water are 
necessary. Remove surplus 
moisture by rolling the garment 
in a towel, 

Dry orlon jumpers away from 
direct heat, and do not iron 
them, 

“M.M." wants to know how 
to get scorch marks out of orlon. 

Tf the material ts only lightly 
scorehed, lny a towel under it 
ond rub the affected area gently 
with soapflake lather. Work 
from the outside of the staln to 
the centre. Rinse off the Jather 
with clear water,

ment in lukewarm «water con- 
taining borax (one part of borax 
to four parts of water.
